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Conflict, tension ‘disturb’ 
joy of the resurrection

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II pleaded for ‘‘all victims of 


injustice, of human cruelty and of 
violence, of exploitation and of 
selfishness’’ as he closed his fourth Holy 


Week as pope April 11, Easter Sunday. 


During traditional. Holy Thursday to 
Easter Sunday ceremonies the 61-year- 
old pope stressed the Christian message of 
hope expressed in the resurrection of 
Jesus. 


BUT IN HIS Easter Urbi et Orbi (To 
the City and the World) message he said 
the joy of this year’s celebrations ‘‘is 
disturbed by the situations of tension and 
of conflict in various parts of the world.’’ 


Speaking from the central loggia of St. 
Peter’s Basilica to more than 300,000 
people, Pope John Paul made special 
mention of his concern about the war 
between Iran and Iraq and of the ‘‘grave 
tension’’ between Argentina and Great 
Britain over the Falkland Islands. 

He said the Falklands dispute 
“between two countries of Christian 
tradition’’ involved ‘‘the loss of human

Padres will play ball, leave the religion to us

SAN DIEGO — An on-again, off- 
again difference of opinion between the 
San Diego Padres ball club and Southern 
Cross over what this newspaper felt was an 
abuse of the Franciscan Fathers’ habit 
appears to be finally resolved. 


Both this newspaper and many of its 
readers had questioned not the use of the 
name ‘‘Padres”’ or its friar-like logo, but 
the weekly use in the Sunday Union- 
Tribune comics section of a ‘‘mad’’ 
Franciscan priest who, among other 
things, invoked God to destroy the 
opposition with lightning bolts from on 
high. 

IT TOOK TWO meetings between 
Southern Cross and Padres management, 
one of them after United Press 
International moved the story nationally, 


and many letters from this paper’s 


readers, to convince the Padres that their 
““Mad, mad, mad”’ advertising campaign 
was in fact offending the religious 
sensibilities of many of the team’s fans. 
Because of the lead-time in preparing 
and then printing the ads in advance, said 
John T. Worcester, vice president in 
charge of Padres marketing, the present 
material will have to run its course over

“T don’t think you’re going to see the 
negative use of religious connotations as 
part of our advertisements any more,”’ 
said Worcester. ‘‘The Padre figure, if 
used, will not be like he’s been used.’’ 


THE FIRST strip, which ran Feb. 28, 
sparked the most controversy. It showed 
sportscaster Ted Leitner uttering ‘‘Hail 
Mary”’ after a display of divine power 
changed a Franciscan priest, who was 
doing a very slow burn, into a Super 
Padre. 


There was never any attempt by 
Southern Cross to intimate that the cartoon 
was purposefully meant to be offensive, 
but Leitner charged in a_ promised 
“‘harangue’”’ that Catholics are taking 


themselves too seriously. 


Leitner also stated publicly that he had 
not seen the material before its 
publication. However, a reliable source 
close to the Padres organization disputed 
this, and told Southern Cross that to the best 
of his belief Leitner not only saw the 
advertisement beforehand, but was 
presented with a framed copy of the 
‘‘Hail Mary’’ cartoon by a Padres 
executive. This same source also stated he 
had advised the Padres that the material 
was likely to be found in poor taste, but 
the decision was made to go ahead with it 
anyway. 

““WE’VE BEEN sensitized by all of 
this. It’s been a learning process,’’ said 
the Padres’ Worcester, who noted that the 
team has ‘‘owned”’ the Padres name for 
several decades; he did acknowledge, 
however, that the Church has ‘‘owned’’ 
the name for centuries.

‘*T EXPRESS the fervent hope and the 
particularly pressing appeal to the parties 
involved to seek diligently, with 
responsible commitment and with all 
good will, ways of a peaceful and 
honorable settlement of the dispute while 
there is still time to prevent a struggle 
the pope added. 
He spoke several hours before Britain was 
scheduled to impose a 200-mile naval 
blockade around the South Atlantic 
islands and threatened to attack any 
Argentine vessel in the area. 


The current crisis began April 2 when 
Argentina invaded the islands, which it 
calls the Malvinas and which it claims as 
Argentine territory. Britain had ruled the 
islands since 1833. 

The pope also prayed in his noontime 
Easter message for ‘‘all the millions and 
millions of human beings threatened by 
the scourge of famine, which could be 
removed or diminished if humanity knew 
how to renounce even only a part of the 
resources which it foolishly consumes in 
armaments.’’ 


POPE JOHN PAUL, who went to his 
summer residence in Castelgandolfo 
April 12 for a two-day rest, began a busy 
four days of Holy Week activities with the 
Holy Thursday chrism Mass April 8, 
concelebrated in St. Peter’s with 21 
cardinals, 30 archbishops and bishops and 
2,000 priests. 


“*Today is our day. It is our feast,’’ he 
said in a brief homily. ‘‘We in the 
priesthood are born together with the 
Eucharist. We are therefore born together 
with the Church in the Upper Room at 
the Last Supper.”’ 


After leading the assembled cardinals, 
bishops and priests in the renewal of their 
ordination vows Pope John Paul blessed 
the oils and the chrism, a mixture of oils 
and spices used in baptism, confirmation 
and holy orders and for the blessing of 
sacred vessels and the consecration of 
altars. 


THAT EVENING the pope went to 
St. John Lateran Basilica, where he 
washed and kissed the feet of 12 elderly 
men in a ceremony commemorating 
Christ’s act of humility toward his 
apostles at the Last Supper. 


During the concelebrated Our Lord’s 
Supper Mass in St. John Lateran the 
readings were given in Latin and Greek 
and the Prayer of the Faithful was recited 
in six other languages.

BROTHERS ‘CONCERNED’ — 
Concern for the safety of about 150 young 
Indians after the February murder of 
Christian Brother James Miller, 37, in 
Guatemala, has led to the closing of the 
center where they lived, said Brother 
Cyril Litecky, head of the Christian 
Brothers U.S.-Toronto Regional 
Conterence, which sponsors three high 
schools and Indian centers in the Central 
American country. Brother Miller was 
gunned down by unknown assailants as 
he was fixing a window at the center;

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Jesuits: rally ’round the pope 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Father 
Paolo Dezza; papally appointed head of 
the Society of Jesus, has asked the world’s 


Jesuits to prepare for choosing a new - 


superior general by developing ‘‘a deep 
internal unity’ ’ that is based on adherence 
to papal directives. 

He warned Jesuits not to engage in 
factional politics, in theological writing 
and teaching opposed to papal teaching, 
or in ‘‘public criticism and controversy” 
within the church. 

AT THE SAME time he stressed the 
need for Jesuits to adapt their apostolates 
to current needs, to promote justice 
vigorously as ‘‘an integral part of 
evangelization,’’ and to ‘‘promote 
theological investigation’’ within the 
framework of fidelity to Church teaching. 

The message. from Father Dezza, 
whom Pope John Paul II appointed last 
October as his personal delegate to govern 
the order until it elects a new general to 
succeed ailing Father Pedro Arrupe, 
came in a late-March letter to all the 
Jesuits in the world. 


The letter, with a lengthy appendix 
outlining specific directives, was released 
here last week by Father John J. 
O’Callaghan, president of the U.S. Jesuit 
Conference. 


Pro-lifers ask letters :

IN THE LETTER Father Dezza 
asked the order’s 26,622 priests, brothers 
and scholastics to take the occasion of 
their annual retreats this year to ‘‘review 
our lives in the light of the Holy Father’s 
challenge to us.”’ 


He said that the directives, drawn from 
papal statements to the order and from an 
extraordinary meeting of Jesuit-provincial 
superiors near Rome in February, are not 
new, ‘‘even though they have not always 
been faithfully observed.”’ 


In a separate covering letter to Jesuit 
provincials Father Dezza asked each of 
them to report toward the end of 
September on what had been done in his 
province to follow up on the February 
meeting. 

HE SAID THE reports would enable 
him to ‘‘inform the holy father of the 
progress of the ‘deeper preparation of the 
general congregation’ that he has asked 
for before consenting to its convocation.”’ 


The general congregation to elect a new 
superior general is expected to be called 
before the end of this year. A general 
congregation, composed of top officials 
and elected delegates from every Jesuit 
province, is the order’s highest legislative 
body. It is ordinarily called only to elect a 
new general, although an extraordinary 
general congregation, such as the last one 
in 1975, may be convoked to address 
major issues facing the order. 

The next general congregation will be 
the 33rd in the Jesuits’ 442-year history. 

FATHER O’CALLAGHAN 
commented that Father Dezza’s letter 
‘‘sums up the key points discussed...in 
our recent meeting.”’ 

He said he was confident that Jesuits 
‘will respond positively to Father Dezza’s 
call for internal unity...despite the 
problems posed by differences of race, 
culture, mentality and, as Father Dezza 


noted with particular emphasis, of age in 


a rapidly changing world.”’ 


Father O’Callaghan warned against 
reading too much into papal cautions to 
the Jesuits, saying that because of 
different situations and needs in different 
parts of the world, such cautions often 
apply directly only to certain local 
situations rather than to a worldwide 
problem in the order. 


HE ALSO SAID that the pope’s words 
to the order must be understood in the 
context of other papal statements on the 
same topic. 

“For instance, the Holy Father’s 
concern that Jesuits not confuse priestly 
work with the work of a social worker or 
politician must be read in the light of his 
March 12 talk at Assisi, when he told 
Italian priests to ‘get out of the sacristies’ 
and urged Italian bishops to become ‘an 
active presence in the various movements 
and structures of social life.’ ’’

Lay Dominicans ‘preach’ Gospel 
by their witness and teaching

MIRA MESA — The order that bears 
St. Dominic’s name, much like the Fran- 
ciscans and Carmelites, has its lay or 
secular counterparts, full-fledged 
members like the priests or Sisters, but 
men and women, single or married, who 
live the special Dominican charism 
according to their own ‘‘worldly’’ stations 
in life. 

Here in San Diego, these Third Order 
Dominicans meet regularly at Good 
Shepherd parish under the spiritual 
direction of Dominican Father Aquinas 


Costello. And since the Dominicans were 


founded as an order of preachers, notes 
Dr. Barry McQuillan, the local novice 
master, the lay Dominicans ‘‘preach’’ the 
Gospel by their witness to it, by teaching, 
and by study, because intellectual 
pursuits have always marked the 
Dominican order. 

FOUNDED IN the 13th century to 
combat the Albigensian heresy, the 
Dominican friars initially flourished in 


the university towns of medieval Europe, 


Dr. Barry McQuillan 


noted Dr. McQuillan, although the very 
first Dominicans were nuns — “‘our 
second order is really our first.”’ 


The first order Dominicans are either 
priests (who have an “‘O.P.”’ after their 
names) or Brothers in solemn vows, 
explained Ray Wilton, prior of the local 
chapter; the second order consists of nuns 
in solemn vows, and the third order 
regular consists of either clergy or 
Religious, followed by the Dominican 
Laity. All of the orders constitute one 
“Dominican family,’’ he added. 


Dominican laity follow a rule almost as’ 


old as the order itself; dating from 1248, it 
has only been revised once. It calls for a 


year of study leading to a year-long 


novitiate; a three-year profession follows, 
and then a final profession. Like their lay 


' Franciscan and Carmelite counterparts, 


the lay Dominicans wear a scapular under 
their clothing, and may be buried in the 
full Religious habit of the order.

THE DOMINICAN ‘‘spirit’’ is one of 
study, prayer and an active apostolate, 
said Dr. McQuillan; right now the:local 
chapter is supporting a Dominican 
mission and three Dominican priests in 
Mexicali. Food, money and other items 
are sent to one of the priests regularly — 
‘the can take $100 and turn it into $500.” 


The lay Dominican calling goes beyond 
that of just being called to be a better 
Catholic, said Father Costello. ‘‘We see 
people called not just to a particular 
vocation, but to a particular order and 
even a particular place within that 
order.”’ 


The truths of the Catholic faith are 
important to the Dominicans, said Father 
Costello, and they study and contemplate 
that truth so that they can bring it to 
others. 


‘“THE KIND OF person who seeks us 
out is one who is called to spiritual 
reading and study, which then leads to 
prayer,’’ he said. They pray a special 
Office daily, as well as the Rosary, 
“‘given to St. Dominic as a tool against 
the Albigensian heresy. The present 
Rosary as we have it comes from St. 
Dominic,’’ added Father Costello. 


As much as they emphasize study 
which leads to prayer, the lay Dominicans 
are called to manifest Christ toothers by 
what they say and do, and by 
“‘extracting’’ and ‘‘translating’’ the 
spirituality of the Dominican Religious to 
a lay environment, said Dr. McQuillan. 


“‘Dominicans have a spirituality which 
seeks ‘the truth.’ They are intellectually 
curious. This seeking of truth occurs in 
the study, and in the prayer, and in the 
‘preaching’ — whatever form it takes.’’

“Perhaps there is 
only one person lacking...” 


There is an intriguing parable — a modern parable — in 


‘the April issue of Maryknoll Magazine: 


**Tell me the weight of a snowflake,’’ a coal mouse 


asked a wild dove. ‘‘Nothing more than nothing,’’ was 
the answer. ‘‘In that case I must tell you a marvelous 
story,’’ the coal mouse said. 


‘*I sat on the branch of a fir, close to its trunk, when 
it began to snow, not heavily, not in a raging blizzard, 
no, just like in a dream, without any violence. Since I 
didn’t have anything better to do, I counted the 
snowflakes settling on the twigs and needles of my 
branch. Their number was exactly 3,741,952. When 
the next snowflake dropped on the branch — nothing 
more than nothing, as you say — the branch broke 
off.’’

We can have peace — but only when enough of us really 
want peace. Only God knows what that magic number is. 
To break the branch of the fir tree, it took 3,741,953 
snowflakes. To achieve peace, how many truly dedicated 
peacemakers will it take? 


Never have peacemakers been more important than now 
— a time threatened by the ever-growing arms race and the 
very real possibility of nuclear destruction. Some are 
elderly; some are young. Some are someone’s relative who 
refuses to register for the draft, risking prison rather than 
submitting to the Reagan administration’s preparation for 
war. Some are involved in non-violent demonstrations for 
peace. Some are engaged in social justice and peace 
activities within their own parish or within the diocese. 

As it has been pointed out so many times, there is a variety of 
ways to peacemaking: And there is room for disagreement on 
stratgegy and tactics. 


But, we should be united in the Church’s tradition which 
teaches that ‘‘peace is not the absence of war...nor the 
maintenance of balance of power between 
enemies...instead it is really and appropriately called ‘an 
enterprise of justice.’’’ (Church in the Modern World, Vatican 
II). 


As we look longingly at that gift of peace, let us all bear 
in mind the moral of the parable at the beginning of this 
column: ‘‘Perhaps there is only one person lacking for 
peace to come about in this world.’’

Confession before Communion 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II warned against 
a decline in moral values; a weakening of people’s awareness of 
sin and laxity in Catholic confessional practices. 


He also recalled that general absolution can be given only 
under exceptional circumstances. : 


There seems to be ‘‘an idolatry which attaches itself today to 
money, to power, to sex,’’ the Pope said. This idolatry works ‘‘to 
the detriment of the values of the person and of truth, of 
interpersonal relationships and of communication.”’ 


Young people today, the Pope advised, should be educated to 
recognize ‘‘the traps and the limitations of materialism and of a 
consumer society which limits one’s horizons to the satisfaction of 
immediate needs.”’ 


One way to test the alertness of a Catholic’s conscience, the 
Pope suggested, is to measure his consciousness of sin, his desire 
for pardon ‘and his tendency to approach the sacrament of 
penance. 


Alluding to ‘‘a certain crisis with regard to the sacrament of 
penance’ the Pope expressed concern over reports of large 
numbers of people receiving the Eucharist when only a few have 
gone to confession. ° 


“‘On this point,’’ said the Pope, ‘‘a good catechesis (religious 
education) ought to lead the faithful to examine their recognition 
of themselves as sinners, to understand the necessity and the 
sense of a‘personal approach to (the sacrament of) reconciliation 
before receiving, with the Eucharist, all the fruits of renewal and 
of unity with Christ and his church.”’ 


The theology of the Church teaches that confession is 
necessary before Communion for someone in serious sin, and 
that for anyone participation in the Eucharist is deepened by 
proper sorrow for sin and the reception of absolution. 


The Pope praised the developing recognition among Catholics 
of the social dimension of sin and its consequences in the 
community, but said that this recognition should not militate 
against individual confession. 


Penitential celebrations with general absolution, he said, 
should only occur in exceptional and grave situations, according 
to the norms of the church. General absolution does not dispense 
with the necessity of individual confession, he noted.

Passage — Easter Pasch 


Passage, a term popularized in the last few years, seeks to 
describe the significant transitions in our life. Though a part of 
twentieth century jargon, Melito of Sardis, a second century 
writer, had a similar insight as he described the Pasch as a 
passage through suffering to victory. 


Jesus, word made flesh, went through a crisis, a painful break 
with who He was, to enter into a process that would lead Him to 
being in a new way. He wept, He begged the Father to “‘let this 
cup pass.”’ But in the midst of loss and discouragement He finds 
strength. In ‘‘letting go,’’ abandoning Himself to the will of the 
Father, He passes from death to life. 


To be a Christian, then, is to bear witness to this passage of 
Jesus. The apostles are our models. They too had to pass from 
death to life, darkness to light, despair to faith. These friends of 
Christ were uprooted, separated and they even denied Him for 
their dreams were being shattered. After Jesus’ death they 
gathered together in fear of what would happen. With the 
Resurrection they found new hope and were able to let go of their 


. former identity and enter into a new way of being community — 


an Easter community. From a running from death they became 
witnesses ‘to the new life that Christ offered to all. 


Easter is our yearly invitation to passage, to have the courage 
to journey from one stage of our lives to become stronger 
witnesses of the resurrection and proclaim the Good News. As we 
relive the Pasch can we muster courage to pass fear and 
discouragement to’ become new apostles and live out our 
Christian vocation?

Does my vocation lie where | think? 


A few days ago I was discussing her future with a young 
woman who has given much of her adult life to the service 
of others. After several years working with mentally 
handicapped persons, she spent years in mission work and 
is now caring for the household of a single parent whose 
health is of deep concern to family and friends. 


The young woman told me that she intended to remain 
with the family for a certain time after which she would 
seek out some kind of service in the diocese, perhaps 
working with the underprivileged or youth. “‘I will 
probably stay where I am for a year,’’ she said, ‘“but I 
think my vocation is elsewhere.”’ 


I suggested that if she were really open to God’s call, it 
would be unwise to place a time limit on her present 
occupation. ‘‘God may want you there for longer than 
you think — or shorter — and it may be harder to hear 
Him if you are locked in mentally to a certain time span.”’ 


DOING WHAT GOD wants is always a problem! 
People are always ready with advice and maxims. ‘‘God 
helps those who help themselves,’ can be very 
misleading. ‘“God gave you your talents and He means 
you to use them”’ is another truism that can be confusing. 
And perhaps the most delusive of all the things we say 
about. the Christian apostolate is that we are meant to be 
where we feel most effective and most comfortable. 


Ins and Outs

I recall several priests and nuns over the years who 
have worried that the position to which they were assigned 
disregarded what they felt were their special talents. ‘‘My 
counseling gift,’’ ‘‘my affinity with youth,” ‘‘my 
music,”’ “‘my gift for teaching.’’ And there are many lay 
people who see their apostolate in terms of what they 
would most like to do. 


In a recently published book on Mother Teresa there is 
a reference toa talk she gave to Co-Workers here in the 
United States some years ago. She tells how one of the 
Brothers of Charity came to her in ‘‘a very terrible 
distress.’? He had had some difficulty with his superior 
and he kept on saying to her, ‘‘My vocation is to work for 
lepers. I want to spend myself for lepers. My vocation is 
to work for the lepers.’’ She looked at him and smiled. 
‘Brother, your vocation is not to work for lepers. Your 
vocation is to belong to Jesus.’’ He understood, she 
added, and it changed his attitude completely.’’ 


WE ARE OFTEN led into commendable human 
service by our own needs as much as those of the people 
we serve. I don’t suggest that such service is not laudably 
altruistic or that we are not truly trying to follow God’s 
will and practice what the Gospel teaches. It is not easy to 
surrender our will and desires completely to God’s and 
even when we may think we have done so, there is 
probably some mental sleight-of-hand going on. 


It takes time and practice to be honest with oneself and 
to see that doing something good and helpful primarily 
because we need to feel good and helpful is not such a 
terrible thing. It is a very human thing and simply 
indicates that our self-esteem is not yet strong enough or 
confident enough to risk abandonment even before God. 


But we limit ourselves and God when we are too 
adamant about where our vocation lies. God needs us to 
be flexible. Maybe to work here today and somewhere 
else tomorrow. To give in this way today and in another 
tomorrow. It can be maddening when what we really 
want is to know for sure that this is where we belong and 
are called to serve, today, tomorrow and always. It would 
be such a relief to cease checking with God all the time 
and being quiet enough in our hearts to hear His voice! 


WE CAN see ourselves primarily as ‘‘belonging to 
Jesus’”’ and doing ‘“‘the little things’’ because there are so 
many others who can do the big things, as Mother Teresa 
puts it, it does place us in a very different perspective. By 
belonging to Jesus, we can forget about using our talents 
— He will most certainly use them if need be — and 
exercise those most valuable of all human gifts, the ability 
to love and forgive of ourselves without questions 
wherever the need overtakes us. 


Bishop’s film contest 


We want to run a contest. Here’s what it’s about. 


The bishops of the United States will journey to St. 
John’s College and Abbey, Collegeville, Minnesota for 10 
days in June, 1982. They will gather for what’s supposed 
to be an ‘‘extraordinary meeting.’’ There is to be no 
official business conducted. Rather, the bishops ‘‘in 
prayerful reflection’ will consider ‘‘the Episcopal 


- ministry,’ with sufficient times for prayer and reflection. 


At the request of many, the evenings will be kept free. 
The intense concentration of the day requires a time for 
the participants to relax, to refresh and recreate. For this 
purpose. someone has asked an expert on films to obtain 
some movies current by mid-June, 1982. 


MOST OF THE bishops were raised in a seminary 
system in which movies were still frowned upon. Going to 
the films was frivolous, not worthy of serious attention. 
That attitude still persists, a hangover from a Puritan 
ethic that even recreation had to be uplifting and 
inspiring. Movies were something to give up for Lent. A 
priest shouldn’t be seen in a movie house with a clerical 
collar on. In addition, there was that Legion of Decency 
debate and a priest always had to be circumspect. 


Since they are like most other human beings, some 
prelates go to movies, some do not. Some view a film only 
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when they are on vacation, some think movie-going is a 
waste of time. Some prefer opera or concerts. It’s 
impossible to say how many watch TV. 


Some bishops due to retire in the next few years may 
prefer to skip On Golden Pond. The Parallax View should be 
avoided by those who suspect there are plots out there ‘‘to 
get me.’’ The Sting may provide some unusual fund- 
raising ideas. A Man for All Seasons has been seen on TV so 
often, it is mostly passé. But now we’d like to pose a 
question and conduct a contest. 


SUPPOSE YOU could recommend only one movie 
that you think a bishop should see, new or old, Americn 
or foreign, what would be the one you suggest? 


Given the present anti-nuclear war bent, you might 
suggest Dr. Strangelove, although that might be a bit too 
much for some. Kubrick’s Paths of Glory is anti-war, too. 
Someone has suggested Annie, the new version, but the 
Annie of the film may not be the Annie of the play, 
especially since John Huston is directing it. 


If the bishops just need to relax, reruns of Marx 
Brothers movies might be good. And there are always 
Going My Way, Bells of St. Mary’s, and Come to the Stable. 
(We’re kidding, of course.) 
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SO, TO THE CONTEST. If you want to participate, 
propose in writing the film you would choose, and add 25 
words or so as to the reason you think a bishop should see 
it.

Polish church, Communists: 
political, ideological struggle 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — 
Archbishop Jozef Glemp of Warsaw and 
Gniezno, primate of Poland, in his Easter 
sermon criticized the Communist 
government for ideological attacks on the 


Church. 


He said upper-level authorities were 
following correct religious policies toward 
the Church, but ‘‘an ideological struggle 
is being waged at the lower echelons of 
groups and organizations in a way that I 
would describe as very unfriendly or even 
hostile to the Church.”’ 


HIS REMARKS followed _ several 
public attacks on the Church by 
authorities and government-run media, 
and rumors, denied by the government, 
of plans for mass arrests of priests and 
nuns. 


Commenting on the general Polish 
situation, the primate said, ‘‘Despite so 
many contradictions and so much despair 
and bitterness, the Church believes in the 
view that social accord is possible.” 


He revealed a series of proposed 
government actions which the 70-member 
Bishops’ Social Council said were 
necessary to reach such an accord. 


THESE INCLUDED the release of all 
those interned when the government 
imposed martial law last December, 
amnesty for those arrested for political 
offenses, reactivation of the populist 
independent labor movement, Solidarity, 
and dialogue between the government 
and the union’s leaders. 


Before a packed congregation at his 
Easter morning Mass in Warsaw’s St. 
John’s Cathedral, Archbishop) Glemp 
said: 

“The authorities complain that society 
shows insubordination. How can we have 
faith in the authorities when our 
subjective rights seem to be wiped out, 
when the will of the people is not taken 
into consideration?’”’ 


HE SPECIFICALLY protested the 
dissolution under martial law of a student 
association and the professional 
journalism association, both for alleged 
anti-socialist leanings, and dismissals of 
“respected rectors and professors’’ from 
university posts. 

On April 5 the Polish armed forces 
newspaper, Zolnierz Wolnosci, accused the 
Church of reinforcing destructive 
attitudes among Poles. 


““We. do decidedly better when 
destruction is involved than when 
constructive effort over an extended 
period is required,’’ the paper said. 
“Even the Catholic religion, whose part 
in shaping the national spirit has been 
considerable, tended to prefer 
celebrations to the cult of work.”’ 


THREE DAYS EARLIER Polish 
Vice Premier Mieczyslaw Rakowski told 
a meeting of textile workers in Lodz that 
the Church ‘‘began to act beyond its own 
walls’’ after August 1980, when workers’ 
strikes marked the beginnings of the 
populist reform movement. 


On April 3 Stefan Olszowski, a leading 
ideologist of the Polish Communist Party, 
sharply criticized the Church for ‘‘the 
engagement of a part of the Polish clergy 
in political activity.’’ 

Holy Week and Easter observances in 
churches around the country often had 
clear political overtones. 


At one church in Warsaw an anchor, a 
traditional Christian symbol of hope, was 
crucified on a 20-foot cross. At another, a 
plaster Polish eagle, symbol of the nation, 
bore a crown of thorns. 


AT A THIRD a side altar, where the 
Easter tomb is traditionally symbolized, 
featured, alongside the linen-covered 
body of Christ, chalk outlines of other 
bodies marked with dates of student and 
worker unrest in Poland. 


Observers noted that the religious 
symbol of the Easter tomb, long a 
tradition in Polish churches, had also 
been transformed into patriotic, political 
statements in Warsaw churches during 
the Nazi occupation in World War II. 


In another development, Polish 
authorities allowed Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa to spend Easter with his wife and 
seven children. It was the first time since 
he was detained under house arrest Dec. 
13 that Walesa had seen his whole family 
together. 


St. Mark Church in San Marcos 
will host a celebration of Mexican 
Mother’s Day May 9 at 1 p. m., 
under the sponsorship of the North 


County regional Hispanic council. 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 
will concelebrate Mass, to be 
followed by a fiesta.

Bishop challenged by IRA 


LONDONDERRY, Northern Ireland 
(NC) — Bishop Edward Daly of Derry 
engaged in a sharp exchange with the 
outlawed’ Provisional Irish Republican 
Army after he had urged people with any 
information on murders to report what 
they knew to security forces. 


The IRA immediately challenged the 
bishop to ‘‘pursue the logic of his own 
argument.’’ It said he had considerable 
information about the Republican 
movement in the city and should state 
publicly whether he had been passing this 
intelligence on to the British Army and 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 


CATHOLIC RESENTMENT of 
British authority in Northern Ireland has 
led to a code of silence and non- 
cooperation with authorities which 
severely hampers their efforts to break up 


the IRA and capture terrorists. The IRA . 


reinforces that code with a policy of

executing informers. 


In response to the IRA challenge, 
Bishop Daly said that he had cooperated 
with authorities the one time he witnessed 
a serious crime and that he had no special 
knowledge about the IRA, ‘‘nor do I 
desire to know much about an 
organization that has murder as a central 
part of its strategy.’’ 


He distinguished between ‘‘privileged 
information’’ that a priest or doctor 
receives under confidentiality and cannot 
reveal to others for reasons of professional 
ethics, and what a person may see or 
know about ‘‘as a private citizen.”’ 


‘“‘THIS LATTER $ category is not 
privileged information and if it concerns 
murder or other serious crimes he (the 
priest or doctor) has the same obligation 
and duty as any other citizen,’’ Bishop 
Daly said.

Contraceptive ‘squeal rule’?

The debate these days over the Reagan 
administration’s proposed new rules on 
parental notification for teen-age contra- 
ception is in some ways a classic example 
of how no one agrees when attempting to 
interpret the will of Congress. 


The new rules, published in February 
and open for public comment until April 
23, would require family planning 
agencies which receive federal funds to 
notify parents within 10 working days 
after dispensing contraceptive drugs and 
devices to teen-agers. The only exceptions 
would be in cases where parental notifica- 
tion would result in physical harm to the 
teen-ager, such as when there is a history 
of child or sex abuse. 


EVEN BEFORE the proposal was 
published a number of groups, led by 
Planned Parenthood, strenuously 
objected. They characterized the 
regulation as a ‘‘squeal rule’’ since 
parents would be told when contra- 
ceptives are prescribed for their teen- 
agers, and said the proposal might lead to 
more — not fewer — unwanted preg- 
nancies and possibly more abortions. 

Pro-life~ groups ~on “the other “hand 
generally supported the. proposal, saying 
it would recognize the rights of parents in 
raising their children and would 
encourage parental involvement in 
difficult decisions faced by their teen- 
agers. 


As with all rule-making by federal 
agencies, this new proposal had to be 
justified by some action of Congress. In 
this case the Department of Health and 
Human Services promulgated the rule 
based on an amendment approved last 
summer to the existing federal financial 
assistance program for non-profit family 
planning agencies. 

THE AMENDMENT said only, ‘‘To 
the extent possible, entities which receive 
grants or contracts under this subsection 
shall encourage family participation in 
(family planning programs).’’ 

Congressional intent also can be 
determined by committee reports, in this 
case a House-Senate conference 
committee which filed a report saying that 
“‘while family involvement is not 
mandated, it is important that families 
participate in the activities authorized (by 
this program) as much as possible.”’ 


The congressional report also stated 
that recipients of federal grants for family 
planning services should encourage 
participants ‘‘to include their families in 
counseling and involve them in decisions 
about services.”’ 


BASED ON THOSE 
evidence of congressional 


shreds of 
intent the 


department came up with its proposal to 
require parental notification. 


“The congressional policy of 
encouraging family participation in 
decision-making about family planning 
services is most clearly relevant where 
medical services are being provided to 
adolescents,’’ the department said in 
justifying the new rule. 


“*Particularly where prescription drugs 
or prescription devices are being 
considered,’ the department added, 
“parents have a direct and legitimate 
concern in participating in a decision that 
may have long-term health consequences 
for the adolescent.’’ 


SUCH INVOLVEMENT cannot 
occur without parental notification, the 
department concluded. 


But while some members of Congress 
said the new rule adequately reflects their 
intentions when they approved the new 
amendment, others have said the 
department went too far in its decision to 
require rather than merely encourage 
parental notification. 


In support of the regulation Sen. 
Jeremiah Denton (R-Ala.) said the 
proposal violated neither the spirit nor the 


“letter of the law. But Rep. Richard L. 


Ottinger (D-N.Y.) said the proposal 
contradicted existing policy since, for 
example, all states currently allow teen- 
agers to be treated for venereal disease 
without parental notice. 


PROPONENTS AND opponents of 
the new rules also have been engaging in 
a statistical battle over the effect the 
regulations would have on_ teen-age 
pregnancy and sexual activity. 


Planned Parenthood contends that if 
the regulations go into effect many young 
people will stop attending family planning 
clinics and a ‘‘great majority’’ will either 
use “‘drugstore methods”’ of birth control 
or no method at all, thus increasing the 
risk of unwanted pregnancy. 


But HHS Secretary Richard S. 
Schweiker has his own statistics showing 
that an overwhelming majority of 
sexually active teen-agers would continue 
to use contraceptives even if their parents 
knew and that only four percent would 
continue sexual activity without 
contraceptives. 


THE FUTURE of the new 
regulations, however, probably will 
revolve around the issue of congressional 
intent. With some accusing the Reagan 
administration of flouting Congress in its 
proposal, and with lawsuits against. the 
regulation certain to be filed once the rule 
is implemented, people on both sides have 
agreed that the debate will be settled only 
when the courts interpret what Congress 
actually wanted. 
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intention chosen from among the various 
pastoral concerns that have become 
mine.”’ 


A crowd of about 50,000 joined the 
pope in prayers for these intentions which 
included the world’s unemployed, 
oppressed, hungry, persecuted and 
imprisoned.

The pope spent part of Holy Saturday, 
April 10, in meetings with Belgian 
students and Italian traffic policemen, but 
rested for most of the day in anticipation 
of a three-and-a-half-hour Easter vigil 
that night in St. Peter’s Basilica. 


Looking fatigued from his hectic 
schedule, the pope baptized and 


‘ confirmed 26 children and adults, 


including three people from China, two 
from Romania and one from the Soviet 
Union. 

IN A TRIBUTE to the pope Attila 
Szeles of Romania took the ee 
name of John Paul. 


Fourth Holy Week as pope: ‘tension’ amidst the joy 


Quoting St. Paul’s words that “Christ, 


once raised from the dead, will never die 


again’’ and that Christians must consider 
themselves ‘‘dead to sin but alive for God 
in Christ Jesus’’ (Romans 6:9, 11), Pope 
John Paul said: ‘‘Let us accept this cry of 
the apostle.”’ 

““May you accept it, especially, my 
brothers and sisters, who during this vigil 
night have received from Christ new life 
in the sacrament of baptism,’’ he added. 


THE CULMINATING moment of 
the Holy Week observances was an Easter 
morning Mass under sunny skies in St. 
Peter's Square, attended by more than 
300,000 people and broadcast live or on a 
delayed basis to 41 countries. 

The crowd at St. Peter’s included 
about 50,000 participants in a march 
against hunger sponsored by the small 
Italian Radical Party. Among the 
marchers, who let loose hundreds of blue 
balloons when the pope appeared at noon 
after the Mass, was Betty Williams of 
Northern Ireland, winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1976. 


At the end of his Urbi et Orbi talk, Pope 
John Paul greeted the crowd in 43 
languages, the same number as his record 
set last Easter. 


THE POPE, who met informally with 
several thousand students from 
throughout the world on Easter evening, 
left for Castelgandolfo early on April 12 
for several days of rest.

BARINAS, Venezuela (NC) — In this 
city of 130,000 people stands a 
neighborhood area romantically called 
Los Colinas — The Hills. 


The name of the barrio may conjure up 
images of living ‘‘on the hill,’’ 
geographically, socially and economically 
above other city residents. 


BUT THE REALITY is that the 
nearest hills are the Andes, 20 miles 
away, visible in the afternoon haze only 
as a shadow in the distance. 


And while those who call this barrio

home are fille} witha kind of nebulous 


~ hope in the future, it takes only a quick 


glance down any one of the dusty, 
winding streets to realize that the people 
have not made it. 


Ceraida Velenzuela, a seven-year-old 
black-haired girl, dances the indigenous 
Jjoropo dance in much the same way as an 
adolescent in the United States may 
disco. But while Ceraida danced she did 
so with a partner — dime-sized blisters 
that dotted her legs and were caused by 
the- drinking water, which had a 
distinctive yellow tint. 


WOMEN GO DOWN to the nearby 
stream to wash in much the same way 
generations before them did. But in 
Barrio Los Colinas, washing your clothes 
may be hazardous to your health, for 
periodically floodgates above the stream 
are opened and have claimed several lives 
in the last year. 


It is here too that children play and try 
to get some relief from the hot sun. Some 
of them don’t come home. 


A boy walks along the street with a 
severe third-degree burn that left his hand 
blackened and festering. His mother 
didn’t have the money to bring him to the 
hospital to receive medical attention. 


YET ALSO IN the barrio, in a rancho 
not much different from those 
surrounding it, is a presence that may be 
sowing the seeds of change in the lives of 
the people. 


Two Maryknoll lay missioners, Susan 
Grace and Anne Loiseau, live as the 
people of the barrio live, yet also bring a 
message of hope, a hope founded on 
grass-roots community groups. 

With three priests, a seminarian and a 


brother the two American women are 
part of a Maryknoll presence in six 


-Venezuelan regions, including Caracas, 


the capital. They focus on forming 
communidades de base (basic Christian 
communities) as the fundamental 
building block of effective socioeconomic 
and political change. 


FIGHTING A _ POLITICAL 
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patronage system that moves solely at the 
whim of and for the greater good of the 
political party, two_ reflection-action 
groups have been formed in the barrio to 
examine and then challenge the everday 
realities of life in Los Colinas in light of 
the Gospel. 


The two Maryknollers, who finish their 
stint in the barrio in November, have also 
begun the process of training catechists, 
offering courses to lay leaders and 
celebrating and sharing community life 
and history as one people. 


““We wanted to help them build groups 
that are their own so as not to impose our 
culture on them,’’ Ms. Grace stated. 


SHE SAID THE goal of the barrio 
ministry is not to set up prepackaged 
programs created in the United States but 
to provide the tools to help people come 
together after the missioners have left. 


“‘People have never had an experience 
of meeting before we came,’’ Ms. Grace 
said. ‘‘Hopefully we will have left a new 
model of how to do so.”’ 


Several blocks away in another barrio, 
this one older arid economically somewhat 
better off, Redemptorist Brother Simon 
Ripp begins a Saturday evening 
paraliturgical service with a_ short 
introduction: ‘“There will be no priest at 
the service tonight. This service belongs 
to you.”’ 


AT THAT POINT a lay woman in 
her late 20s who lives. in the barrio leads 
the gathering of seven women and three 
men in the singing of popular religious 
hymns and in discussion of Old and New 
Testament readings. 


Neocatecumenado, a program of 
retreats, study and reflection, has been 
alive for nine months in the ethnically 
mixed barrio of Colombians, Andeans 
and campesinos of the plains. 


The program demands much time: 
meetings twice a week as well as Scripture 
preparation at home. There are 10-15 
active participants. During an evening 
session members of the congregation read 
clearly and passionately Lenten Scripture 
passages, after which the community was 
called to reflect on ways the readings 
applied to their lives. 


“LENT IS THE time to change the 
bad things in our lives,’’ said the lay 
leader, called Celia, who added that the 
liturgical time of renewal offers an 
opportunity ‘‘to look for ways to follow 
Christ in the community.” 


Members of the group said they think 
the Christian should ‘“‘love thy neighbor 
through loving the poor,’’ meeting 
spiritual and physical needs of the 


impoverished through prayer, visitations

to hospitals and the infirm, and marital 
faithfulness. 


Community leaders agreed that the 
way to manifest their ‘‘love of God is to 
do good works.’’ One of the good works 
that the group is already responsible for is 
the creation of an alphabetization and 
“‘conscientization’’ program. 


PEOPLE IN VENEZUELA 
emphasize possession of documents and 
the ability to read and write can mean the 
difference between whether children are 
enrolled in school, health services are 
obtained and land is owned. 


The importance of family relationships, 
where home often projects images of 
instability and impermanence, is stressed 
in the literacy program. ‘‘Mama,”’ 
“‘papa,’’ “‘cuna’’ (cradle), ‘‘Misa’’ 
(Mass), ‘‘hijo’’ (son), ‘“‘hija’’ (daughter), 
“‘tio”’ (uncle), ‘“hermano’’ (brother), and 
“nino’’ (child) were some of the words 


written and pronounced repeatedly 
during a two-hour evening session. 


“A liberating experience’’ is how lay. 
missioner Susan Grace described the 
‘‘conscientization’’ program. ‘‘Now the 
Church is not just teaching catechism,”’ 
she said. ‘‘It has to do with everyday life 
and everyday struggles.”’ 


BROTHER RIPP noted that the 
members of the small groups have 
“‘begun to take responsibility for 
themselves,’’ setting up and running 
meetings and programs when a Religious 
is not present. 

Scripture leader Celia said the group is 


responsible for ‘‘a real conversion’’ in her 
life, a conversion strengthened by others 


_who have “‘come together because we feel 


Ie 
“‘T learned how to read the Bible in this 
group and now that I know how to do it I 


am excited by the Gospel,”’ she said.

Freeze: even conservatives favor once-radical idea.

WASHINGTON (NC) — The call for a nuclear arms 


freeze has entered. a new phase in which intense debate is 


likely to emerge over the practical merits of alternative . 


approaches to arms control. 


In 1981 and early 1982 the campaign for a freeze 
moved along as a more or less generalized idea, a handle 
that people could latch onto as a way of expressing a deep 
moral concern over the threat of nuclear war and their 
growing frustration at the apparent ineffectiveness of 
other efforts at stemming the nuclear arms spiral. 


IT CALLED FOR the United States to negotiate an 
immediate bilateral freeze with the Soviet Union on the 
production, testing and deployment of all nuclear 
weapons. The campaign proposal said the freeze was to be 
accompanied by mutual verification safeguards and 
followed by negotiated reductions on both sides of existing 
nuclear arsenals. 

The campaign picked up steam rapidly and by spring 
had gained more popular support in the United States 
than any ban-the-bomb movement in years. 


In California a nuclear freeze proposal picked up well 


~ over half-a-million signatures to place it on the state ballot 


this fall as a popular referendum. In rural, conservative 
Vermont the freeze received overwhelming support at 
town meetings. Several state legislatures and even local 
governments passed freeze resolutions, and others were 
considering such resolutions. 

MORE THAN 70 CATHOLIC bishops have backed 
the freeze. In contrast, previous anti-nuclear campaigns, 
largely the domain of a few peace activists in the academic 
and religious worlds, had developed no populist following 
even remotely comparable. A poll by Yankelovich, Skelly 
and White in March showed that the public favored an 
early freeze in strategic nuclear weapons by nearly a 3-1 
margin. 

The clear growth of popular support for a nuclear 
freeze led to the introduction of freeze resolutions in 
Congress. 


In the Senate, Senators Edward M. Kennedy 


_ (D-Mass.) and Mark O. Hatfield (R.-Ore.) introduced 


an immediate freeze resolution March 10 with the 
backing of 18 other senators. In the House 160 members 
endorsed a similar resolution and the first debate on arms 


control i in memory began March 30. 


IN THE SENATE, meantime, Senators Henry M. 
Jackson (D-Wash.) and John W. Warner (R-Va.) gained 
the sponsorship of 56 other senators — a clear majority — 
for an alternative resolution that would call for a 
negotiated freeze at “‘equal and sharply reduced levels’’ 
— code language for a freeze and reduction after the 
United States regains equality with the Soviet Union in 
several sectors of nuclear defense-deterrence. 


In the House Rep. Robert R. Michel (R-IIl.) 
introduced the Warner-Jackson resolution with co- 
sponsorship by 13 other House members. 


President Ronald Reagan entered the fray publicly 
March 31 with a statement on U.S. arms control policy 
issued at the beginning of the first prime-time televised 
news conference of his presidency. 


REAGAN DIRECTLY CHALLENGED the 
proponents of an immediate freeze, proposing to ‘‘reduce 
nuclear weapons dramatically’ only after the United 
States has overcome the Soviet Union’s ‘‘definite margin 
of superiority.’’ 

Reagan argued that until the U.S. ‘‘window of 
vulnerability’? in nuclear systems is closed, the Soviet 
Union would have no ‘“‘incentive’’ to negotiate arms 
reductions. 


Political analysts reported that the administration’s 
decision to take a high profile in the arms control debate 
was a recognition that it was losing public support for its 
defense program and needed to rebuild that support. 


THE NEW YORK TIMES quoted an unnamed 
“senior administration official’? as saying, ‘‘We are 


under a lot of pressure...There is no doubt that the ~ 


support for the arms buildup is beginning to go at the 
edges. The question is how you are going to hold it. Some 


of us think the president has got to get out front and focus ~ 


national attention on his military program in the next 
month or we are going to take a beating.’’ 


The public entry of Congress and the administration 


into the arms control and nuclear freeze debate served to 
refocus argument on the practical questions involved: 


¢ Would an immediate freeze be an effective first 
step toward arms reduction, or would it lock the United 
States and the Soviet Union into positions of perceived 
disparity in some areas, actually destabilizing the balance 
of mutual deterrence? 

e Would the Soviet Union, which has refused on-site 
verification in the past, this time accept a verification 
process satisfactory to the United States? 

e Is the United States actually inferior to the Soviet 
Union in total nuclear capability at present, as Reagan 
said? 


¢ Would the administration plan to build now and © 


negotiate reductions later serve as an incentive to the 
Soviet Union to negotiate, as Reagan says, or would it 
simply lead to another round of the arms race, causing the 
Soviet Union to invest in comparable increases, as 
immediate-freeze proponents say. 


Senator Kennedy accused Reagan of ‘‘voodoo arms 
control,’’ saying that any expansion of nuclear weapons 
increases “‘the possibility of a nuclear confrontation and 


> 


war. 


SENATOR JACKSON HELD to his view opposing 
an immediate freeze but differed from Reagan’s 
assessment of the U.S.-Soviet nuclear balance, saying 
that “‘we are Rot inferior in terms of our ability to deter a 
nuclear war.’ 


The Reagan press conference led to a .spate of 
editorials, op-ed columns and news analyses in major 
American newspapers on the relative strengths and 
weaknesses of Soviet and U.S. nuclear capability and the 
merits of different approaches to arms control. 


There is general agreement that the United States has 
numerical superiority in long-range strategic weapons, 
with more. than 9,000 warheads to the Soviet Union’s 
7,000. There is also agreement that U.S. land-based 
intercontinental ballistic missiles are currently vulnerable 
to an all-out Soviet ICBM attack, but most defense 
analysts would say that U.S. submarine-based missiles 
and nuclear-carrying bombers are more than enough to 
assure a destructive response intolerable to the Soviet 
Union. 


BUT AGREEMENT BEGINS to break down as 
analysts begin to assess the relative impact of specific 
systems, or their relative strengths and weaknesses, in the 
total picture: Intangibles, such as greater accuracy, 
mobility or other forms of qualitative superiority of one 
side’s system over the comparable system on the other 
side, make analysis impossible simply on the basis of 
numbers. 


In addition, opponents of an immediate freeze are 


“arguing that a freeze-at general parity does not guarantee 


balance in specific important areas — notably in Europe, 
where NATO’s strategic plans call for a major 
deployment of land-based missiles in the next few years to 
counter Soviet missiles already in place. 


Freeze proponents argue that such specific imbalances 
are a necessary risk to take in the far more necessary task 
of stopping a nuclear arms spiral that has placed the whole 
human race at the risk of annihilation. 
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IF THE WEAPONS FREEZE campaign has entered 
a new phase of debate over its political practicality, 
however, this does not seem to have blunted the driving 
force behind it — the growing concern, especially among 
mainstream American religious leaders, over the morality 
of nuclear weapons, the danger they pose to humanity, 
and the cost of the arms race to programs of human 
welfare and development. 


In March alone a number of Catholic bishops, 
including all the bishops of New Jersey and bishops in 
Illinois, Maryland, North Carolina, California and 
elsewhere publicly condemned the arms race as immoral 
and urged concrete moves to bring it to a halt. 


Indicative of the global dimensions of that moral 
concern was an appeal to ‘‘freeze and reverse the arms 
race’’ released in New York April 1 by more than 40 
world religious leaders, including Archbishop John R. 
Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, president of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, and a number of other leading 
American religious figures. 


THE APPEAL, GEARED TOWARD the U.N. 
Second Special Session on Disarmament this June and 
July, asked people of all religions around the world to fast 
and pray for disarmament and peace in preparation for 
the U.N. meeting. ‘ 


On April 5 President Reagan announced that he plans 
to address the disarmament session, although he will be 
traveling in Europe when it opens. He invited Soviet 
Prime Minister Leonid Brezhnev, currently believed to 
be seriously ill, to address the session as well and to meet 
with him at the time. 


WASHINGTON — President Reagan has urged 
Congress to ‘‘restore protection of the law to 
children before birth’’ but did not take sides in the 
debate over how to do it. 


In a letter to Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) Reagan 
noted there are ‘‘sharp differences of opinion’’ on 
how the current Congress should deal with the 
abortion issue. 


“‘But most important: it seems to me, is that the 


Congress consider one or more of the proposals in 
the near future,’’ Reagan wrote. 


Reagan remarked that in recent years sentiment 
has increased in Congress to enact legislation 
reversing the Supreme Court’s abortion decisions. 


“It may be possible for the 97th Congress to take 
that important step, I write simply to express my 
own hope that he will not miss this long-delayed 
opportunity,’’ said Reagan.

I received a letter recently from a rather 
indignant 13-year-old wanting to know 
why I, whom he seemed to view as a 
conscious agent of a vast international 
conspiracy working to undermine 
immorality, was keeping him from seeing 
movies that he had every right to see since 
there was ‘‘nothing wrong with them.”’ 


I had written back, trying as best I 
could to answer his complaints and also 
taking the occasion to remark casually 
that I wondered how he had happened to 
get in to see one of the movies at issue, 
since it had been R-rated. 


NOW, IN HIS response to my letter, 
he wrote, ‘‘How I got in to see it is none 
of your business.”’ 


Another writer thought that the matter 
of younger teen-agers getting into 
R-rated movies was something that was 
very much my business. He was writing, 
he said, to ask me to give special emphasis 
in my reviews to the kind of R-rated 
movies designed to appeal to boys and 
girls younger than the age limit of 17 
imposed by that classification — movies 
such as Endless Love, Private Lessons, and 
the recent Porky’s, which is now making 
waves at the box office. 

He told me about a local theater in a 
predominantly Catholic neighborhood 
that made no effort whatsoever to enforce 
the age restriction when R movies were 
shown and would sell a ticket to anybody 
with the purchase price. Thus, he said, 
most of the youngsters he talked to at the 
local Catholic grammar school had seen 
the theater’s current offering, Private 
Lessons, an unabashed exercise in softcore 
pornography. 

<“‘T AM DISTURBED when I think 
how effectively such films neutralize the 
Church’s efforts at evangelizing the 
young.” 

Unfortunately, I’ve had all too many 
experiences that corroborate the situation 
he describes, both with regard to the 
laxity of theater owners and the zest with 
which even Catholic boys and girls rush to 
see the likes of Porky’s and Private Lessons. 


I once gave a talk at a Catholic girls 
school, and I noticed in the course of the 
questions that followed that many in my 
audience, most of whom. were 
sophomores, were quite familiar with 


Dressed to Kill, one of the horrible 


examples I had given in the talk. 


ONE QUESTION almost floored me. 
‘But, sir, if you go to see something like 
Dressed to Kill with an open mind, not 
looking for anything nasty, isn’t it 
ORB 

The problem here is complex. First of 
all, the Motion Picture Association of 
America, if it wishes to maintain the 
credibility of its classifications, must find 
some way of cracking down on theater 
managers who don’t enforce the ‘“‘under 
17 must be accompanied by parent or 
adult guardian’ provision of the R 
rating. 

This first aspect of the problem is 
largely out of parents’ hands, short of 
writing Jack Valenti, head of the MPAA 
or banding together to start working for a 
government-sponsored classification 
system that will have legal sanction. But a 
second aspect is not. Parents have got to 
become a lot more aware than they seem 
to be about the kind of material that gets 
into movies these days and they- must 
have the courage to act upon that 
knowledge. 


WOULD YOU want your 12-year-old- 
daughter to see a movie in which a giant 
contraceptive is used in a comic sequence, 
a movie that has a nude shower room 
sequence of some length, a movie that 
plays a graphic sexual encounter in a 
locker room for laughs, a movie that 
treats virginity in either sex as ludicrous, 
a movie, finally, that is filled with some of 
the foulest language I’ve ever heard in a 
movie? Well, unless you’re careful, she 
might easily do so when the gang gets 
together to go see Porky’s. 


The really frightening aspect of all this 
is the kind of environment that makes 
youngsters feel that they have every right 
to see movies of the most offensive kind 
short of outright pornography. So I fully 
realize that saying no is tough when “all 
the other kids are going,’’ but it’s an 
essential first-step. 


Finally, let me say just this: religious 
formation and cultural formation must go 
hand in hand. If teen-agers are cultural 
illiterates, the moral precepts they learn 
in school will be resting on thin air and 
they’ll never feel the need to apply them 
to the movies they see and the television 
shows they watch. 


Kids, Drugs and Alcohol on TV

Teen-age addiction — its causes, 
treatment and prevention — is the subject 
of Kids, Drugs and Alcohol, a religious 
special airing Sunday, April 18 on NBC 
(from 6 to 7 a.m. on KCST, Channel 39 
in San Diego). 

Taped in Minneapolis-St. Paul with 
the archdiocese’s cooperation, host Edwin 
Newman probes deeply but sensitively 
into the experiences of five teen-agers 
who are recovered addicts. These 
youngsters provide a painfully honest 
primer in how the drug culture affects 
those growing up today. Because no 
family is immune from this environment, 
all of us need to ponder why these teen- 
agers became ‘‘fries,’? what made them 
stop and how treatment has helped them 
stay ‘‘straight.”’ 


COMMON FACTORS emerge from 
this discussion, such as their initiation 
into drugs in grade school, having parents 
who didn’t know about their addiction 
until it was too late and their seeing more 


kids drinking and using drugs now than 
when they were addicted. 


Father Leo Dolan of the Minnesota 
Governor’s Interfaith Task Force on 
Chemical Health says that the treatment 
of addiction is essentially a spiritual 
matter rather than a medical one. He 
points to the lack of values in our 
materialistic society as a primary cause of 
addiction and suggests this condition can 
only be treated by providing ‘‘a program 
for living.”’ - 

Although the panel does not minimize 
the enormous difficulties in containing, 
let alone eradicating, the use of mood- 
changing chemicals by young people, the 
emphasis of the program is on the 
positive. There may be no easy solution 
but there is hope, as exemplified by the 
five teen-agers who have learned to enjoy 
life without drugs.

e Richard Pryor Live on Sunset Strip 
(Columbia) 

This performance film, a brief 82 
minutes culled from two filmed live 
shows, shows Richard Pryor in a much 
mellower mood than in his previous effort 
of this sort. Chastened by his near-fatal 
accident, the comedian seems to have a 
much more humane outlook. All- the 
usual obscenities and_ scatological 
references are still there, of course, even 
though Pryor’s ideas on brotherhood are 
now on the side of the angels. His humor 
and his perception of human nature are 
usually on target and often extremely 
funny. (I also liked his insights into 
animal nature, especially his inter- 
pretation of a game park lion coolly 
observing Pryor cowering inside a car.) 
But since he’s not everybody’s cup of tea, 
I recommend this only to those who 
already have a Pryor commitment or at 
least realize what they might be letting 
themselves in for in terms of sexually 
oriented jokes and vulgar language. The 
U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it 
A-IV, adults, with reservations. The 
Motion Picture Association of America 
has rated it R, restricted. 

e Silent Rage (Columbia) 


A small-town sheriff (martial-arts whiz 
Chuck Norris) confronts a seemingly 
indestructible superman fashioned by one 
of those old favorites of makers of 
B-movies, an irresponsible scientist. 
Diected by Michael Miller from a script 
by Joseph Fraley, this is an utterly 
inconsequential effort of deadening 
predictability. There is considerable 
violence, though stylized, and some 
fleeting nudity. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it A-III, adults.

finds himself neck-deep in all sorts of 
problems once his hero’s welcome is 
behind him. An improbably loving, high- 
priced prostitute (Margot Kidder) falls in 
love with him, however, and he 
eventually gets all the money he needs by 
taking on the Mafia and winning. Pryor 
is very good, but the movie, which has a - 
screenplay by James Kirkwood based 
upon his novel, is a shambles made up of 
various ill-assorted pieces that director 
Michael Pressman is unable to give even 
the semblance of unity to. Because of 
some graphic sex scenes and its defective 
moral outlook, it has been classified O, 
morally offensive, by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. The Motion Picture 
Association of America has rated it R, 
restricted.
